The above quotations wer« taken fro:n an article, titled 
"Mass Hysteria in Japans reeently published in the 
"F&r E&starR Survey, Ataarlc&n Council of tho Ina ti tut« 
of Pacific Relatlcns." 1t wue writtan T>y E* fiorbert 
tfoman, not od authorlty on Japan, and author of "Japan* a 
Emergence afl a Modarn State." 
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In anothor part of t^ie article ho pointo out that "one 
need not be a Freudian to lmgino what neuron lo p what 
febrile pasalons are ooneealed bebind the glacial calfli 
of meny Japanese* P , . 

He then turn« to defcunklng the myth of a "atolid emo- 
t5onally reatrained and atoic Japan aa the prlme charae- 
teristio Japane&e social behavior." Ho «trenne 
that "theflfl outvard manlTeatationfl of a aocial tehavior 
do not explain the social reaeons for theee reetrainta, 
and night not be so mueh temperment habit as a deliberately 
cultlvated behavior pattam aaaraied like cam<ttf laße for 
aelf-protection. n 

In »tili another part of hia article he ßlvea a tlp- 
off for a Fayeholo^Ical tfarfare potential that nilght be 
usftd not only to activate this panio complex smong the 
wob but mlght be capable of bringing about a hyeterlcal 
social cond Iti ort irhich would turn Japan from a «eil 
reglmented atate Into a mofc moro intereeted in individual 
aurvival than atate aurvival.

4) ftumora oould b* circulated to tba e^fect that tha

5) Counterfait copiaa of lattera allaged to hava paaaad 
betiraon membara of tfca Imperial Eaxthquaka Glitte» f 
conrniarcting on the poasible ef facta c£ baavy bombinga on 
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th« pot«ntial »arthqtiake conditio»*, cculd b* l«ft in 
«trat« glc plicti, by agenta, for th« ready consuaptlon. 
and di*tributlon by the Japan«« people. 
aTRATEOIC GOAL; 

If *e »er« once «ble to crcafc« thi« negativ« flu* »« 
■ould th«n b« In th« poeition to Channel it Into a 
positive flux. Such a negativ« flu» by a natural refl«, 
al«ay« «ttempte to find a positive liop«. UhU poaltive 
hope could b« aupplled by thc eppaarenoe of an alleged 
»Free Japan" movement. The actlMtiea of thla groiip 
beansd into Japen by median wa*e from Oklnaw« m3ght he 
tne med im Top aotiveting th* liberal group in Japan, 
who could thcn off» a poeitlve fbree for releaee fr um 
Trar'e f rustratlon«.
